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Author reveals 
ancestor’s fatal 
steering error

LONDON The Titanic hit an iceberg in 
1912 because of a basic steering error, 
and only sank as fast as it did because 
an official persuaded the captain to con- 
tinue sailing, an author said in an inter- 
view published Wednesday. 

Louise Patten, a writer and grand- 
daughter of Titanic second officer 
Charles Lightoller, said the truth about 
what happened nearly 100 years ago 
had been hidden for fear of tarnishing 
the reputation of her grandfather, who 
later became a war hero. 

Lightoller, the most senior officer to 
have survived the disaster, covered up 
the error in two inquiries on both sides 
of the Atlantic because he was worried it 
would bankrupt the ill-fated liner’s own- 
ers and put his colleagues out of a job. 

‘They could easily have avoided 
the iceberg if it wasn’t for the blunder,” 
Patten told the Daily Telegraph. 

"Instead of steering Titanic safely 
round to the left of the iceberg, once 
it had been spotted dead ahead, the 
steersman, Robert Hitchins, had pan- 
icked and turned it the wrong way.” 

Patten, who made the revelations 
to coincide with the publication of her 
new novel "Good as Gold ’ into which 
her account of events are woven, said 
the conversion from sail ships to steam 
meant there were two different steering 
systems. 

Crucially, one system meant turn- 
ing the wheel one way and the other in 
completely the opposite direction. 

Once the mistake had been made, 
Patten added, "they only had four min- 
utes to change course and by the time 
[first officer William] Murdoch spotted 
Hitchins’ mistake and then tried to rec- 
tify it, it was too late.”

Cruise companies’ pians to retrace Titanic’s voyage spark debate

The frigid waters of the North Atlantic aren’t among the most promi- 
nent cruise destinations, but that may change as the world remembers 
one of the worst maritime disasters in history 

At least two cruises are planned in spring 2012 to coincide with the 


looth anniversary of the sinking of the Titanic, with both touting spe- 
cial activities, lectures and memorials to commemorate the voyage. 

Organizers insist it’s a learning opportunity and a way to remember 
the victims, but some critics have called the trips tasteless and dubbed 
them “disaster voyeurism.” 


Just sayin’

Still, both voyages are attracting interest as 
the Titanic— the subject of countless books 
and movies— continues to fascinate. 

“There’s a magic about Titanic that tran- 
scends reality,” said Carolyn Spencer Brown, 
editor of cruisecritic.com, a website that fea- 
tures cruise reviews. 

“Perhaps what makes it special is that its 
story and that of the passengers who didn’t 
survive their journeys, never did have a satis- 
fying conclusion. And so that’s why the ship 
continues to live on.” 

The Titanic Memorial Cruise on the vessel 
Balmoral will retrace the doomed ship’s origi- 
nal itinerary, departing from Southampton, 


England; passing by Cherbourg, on the French 
coast; and calHng into the Irish port of Cobh 
before saiHng across the Atlantic Ocean to the 
sinking site. 

Once there, a memorial service will be held 
at 2:20 a.m. April 15, 2012— exactly a century 
after Titanic sank. The ship will take 1,309 pas- 
sengers on the trip, the same number of people 
who were on the Titanic. 

Meanwhile, Voyages! Titanic 2012 is a cruise 
that’s set to depart on the Azamara Journey 
from Boston on April 9, 2012. 

The ship will take up to 680 passengers to 
Halifax, Nova Scotia— which received many of 
the Titanic victims— and then sail to the sink- 


ing site. It too will hold a memorial service on 
the anniversary to honor “that fateful day in 
history” 

An expedition ship with a remotely oper- 
ated diving vehicle will follow along so that, 
weather permitting, passengers will be able to 
see live images from the wreck, said organizer 
Bill Willard. 

“There are people who have studied and re- 
searched and read and want to know as much 
as they can about what happened that night 
and about the people who were on board,” 
Wllard said. 

“This is their chance to touch something 
real about Titanic, to be at the site.”

HOW DOES OUR PROGRAM COMPARE WITH OTHER CITIES?

It’s no secret Chicago has struggled with recycling— more 
than half the homes eligible to get blue carts are without 
them and don’t get their recyclables picked up by the city 

After switching from blue bags to blue carts, the city 
suspended the rollout of the carts throughout the city this 
year because of its financial woes. 

Last month, Mayor Daley floated the idea of privatizing 
recycling operations to help plug an estimated $655 mil- 
lion budget hole. The city is planning to issue a request for 
proposals to find a recycling hauler to provide the service 
at a lower cost and then use the savings to expand to new 
areas. Officials will also explore a plan to place drop-off 
bins at grocery stores and pharmacies to make recycling 
more convenient. 

“We’ll see what the marketplace says,” Daley said at a 
news conference last month. “But I’m always looking for 
new ways for us to do better, so I hope we receive some 
solid responses.” 

In June, aldermen discussed ways to expand the blue 
cart program. The idea of privatization and fees were 
raised. Now, the Laborers Union Local 1001 has suggested 
charging a $10 monthly fee to pick up recyclables, accord- 
ing to a news report. 

Some recycling advocates question how privatization 
would work out considering the city leased parking meters 
in 2008 and has spent most of the $1.15 bilHon from that deal. 

Any privatization deal needs to be transparent, said 
Mike Nowak, president of the Chicago Recycling Coali- 
tion. Specifically he suggested the city work out a deal 
where Chicago would collect a percentage of revenue a 
private company would make from recyclable materials. 

“One of my concerns is that if we just give it away, the 
value of recyclables will continue to rise. We again will be 
looking at a money stream we just gave away and nobody 
wants that to happen again,” Nowak said. 

Matt Smith, spokesman for the city’s Streets and Sani- 
tation Department, said the city is developing a plan to 
enhance its recycling program and possibly expand it in 
the fixture. 

So, how does Chicago stack up in recycling? 

True comparisons can be tricky because cities can differ 
on the materials they collect and recycle, the fees charged 
to recycle and how they report the recycling rates (amount 
of waste diverted from landfills and recycled). 

RedEye looked at the 10 biggest cities in the US. to find 
out how their residential recycling programs work.

The parents of a teenager who was shot and killed by 
Chicago Police officers last weekend on a CTA train 
sobbed in their chairs as their lawyer explained the 
basis of a wrongful death lawsuit the family has filed 
against the city of Chicago.

“The use of deadly force is justified only under very 
certain, narrow circumstances,” Romanucci said. ‘As 
of right now, we don’t [see] that any of those circum- 
stances were present in this sad shooting.” 

CTA officials said that although train cars are not 
equipped with surveillance cameras, the Garfield sta- 
tion does have cameras. That video was turned over to 
police, who said it appears to back the officers’ version 
of events. 

Carmela Lash-Cross had raised George Lash since 
he was 2 years old and eventually adopted him. After 
she left the room crying, her husband, Kenneth Cross, 
reflected on his stepson. 

“George was not a bad kid,” Cross said. “George was 
trying to go back to school. George had started attend- 
ing church. He was trying to get a GED. 

“It’s destroying me,” Cross said of the teen’s death.

Blago appointee facing federai charges

Former Gov Rod Blagojevich was still a state 
prosecutor when he met Bamani Obadele 
more than 20 years ago, striking up a conver- 
sation with him at a South Side police station 
where Obadele, then a teenager, was shining 
shoes. 

They remained friends, with Obadele 
going on to community activism, assisting 
Blagojevich in his 2002 election as governor 
and then landing a state post at the Illinois 
Department of Children and Family Services. 

It was a controversial appointment that 


ended with a contracting scandal, Obadele’s 
2005 resignation and, on Wednesday, federal 
charges. 

Obadele, now a well-known preacher at 
Greater Harvest Missionary Baptist Church 
on the South Side, was accused of fraud by 
federal prosecutors for allegedly steering tens 
of thousands of dollars in agency funds to 
companies he had stakes in and then pocket- 
ing much of the money 

Obadele resigned from his position as dep- 
uty director of the agency’s office of external 
affairs after the agency’s inspector general al- 


leged public funds had wound up in his bank 
accounts. 

He previously had acknowledged making 
missteps as a DCFS leader. 

“If at the end of the day I did something 
wrong. I’ll have to be held accountable for 
that. I don’t think I did,” Obadele told the Tri- 
bune after stepping down five years ago. “This 
is not some scheme. It’s me selling products 
to the state. Lesson learned.” 

Obadele’s attorney, David Wiener, said he 
expects Obadele will plead guilty in the com- 
ing weeks in a bid to avoid any prison time. 


No bond 
for man 
charged in 
bomb plot

A federal judge on Wednesday denied 
bond for a Chicago man accused of 
plotting to explode a bomb last week- 
end on a crowded street near Wrigley 
Field. 

Sami Samir Hassoun, a Lebanese 
citizen who allegedly spent months 
planning a ter- 
ror attack in 
Chicago while 
under FBI sur- 
veillance, posed 
a danger to the 
public as well 
as a risk to flee, 

U.S. Magistrate 
Judge Susan 
Cox ruled. 

“There’s an instability in this man 
that cannot be addressed through elec- 
tronic monitoring,” Cox said. “It’s hard 
to imagine an offense that presents 
more potential danger to the public.” 

Hassoun’s attorney Myron Auer- 
bach, argued Hassoun should be re- 
leased from custody confined at home 
with electronic monitors and super- 
vised by his family 

Auerbach suggested his 22-year-old 
client was influenced in his actions by 
a government informant planted as a 
friend and undercover FBI agents who 
posed as his terrorist co-conspirators. 

“(The case] shows a troubled 
young man who was scattered in his 
thoughts,” the lawyer said. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Joel Ham- 
merman said Hassoun showed no 
hesitation when the undercover agents 
gave him a backpack with what he 
thought was a bomb. He was arrested 
moments after dropping it in a trash 
receptacle by a sports bar in the 3500 
block of North Clark Street shortly af- 
ter midnight Sunday Authorities said 
Hassoun favored the crowded location 
to maximize casualties. The Dave Mat- 
thews Band had played at Wrigley Field 
earlier that night. 

Hassoun faces charges of attempting 
to use a weapon of mass destruction 
and attempting to detonate an explo- 
sive device. The first charge carries a 
maximum sentence of life in prison.

Book: Obama team divided 


WASHINGTON The Obama admin- 
istration pushed back Wednesday 
against a new book that describes bitter 
infighting among the president’s aides who 
helped craft his Afghan war strategy with 
some doubting it can succeed. 

The book by veteran Washington Post 
journalist Bob Woodward, “Obama’s 
Wars,” portrays President Obama’s na- 
tional security team as having been deeply 
divided over Afghan policy during much of 
the past 20 months even as U.S. public sup- 
port for the war has waned. 

Though it won’t be in bookstores un- 
til Monday excerpts published in major 
newspapers helped generate considerable 
buzz in Washington. 


PENTAGON RESPONSE 

“All I can say at this point is that the de- 
partment is fully focused on the mission 
at hand in Afghanistan and implement- 
ing the president’s strategy there,” said 
Marine Col. David Lapan, a Pentagon 
spokesman. 


A senior administration official down- 
played the internal rifts detailed by Wood- 
ward, saying “the debates in the book are 
well known because the policy review 
process was covered so exhaustively,” 
and defended Obama’s handling of the 
matter. 

“The president comes across in the re- 
view and throughout the decision-making 


process as a commander in chief who is 
analytical, strategic and decisive, with a 
broad view of history national security and 
his role,” the official said. 

Obama, who is said to have pressed 
military advisers for an exit plan that they 
never gave him, eventually decided on 
a 3 0,000 -troop buildup but included a 
pledge to start drawing down forces in July 
2011 . 

“I can’t lose the whole Democratic Par- 
ty” Obama is quoted in the book as say- 
ing. He campaigned for the presidency on 
a promise to shift the military focus from 
Iraq to Afghanistan but also is mindful of 
the political risks of getting bogged down 
there.

“Wake Up!" 

Columbia/Blue Team 

These are troubling times 
we’re living in. One war 
drawing down. A second on 
the rise. An economy in a free fall. Into this mo- 
rass leap R&B crooner John Legend and Philly 
crew the Roots with a batch of soul covers that 
sound every bit as prescient today as when 
they were first recorded. Lead single “Wake 
Up Everybody,” a cover of Melvin and the Blue 
Notes’ 1975 hit reworked here as a gorgeous, 
string-drenched call to arms, sets the tone. 
Legend, who possesses a buttery croon as 
smooth as rainwater on a windshield, can’t 
quite match the pained depth of vocal turns 
by the likes of Marvin Gaye (“Wholy Holy”),

Whether he’s playing rock critic 
Lester Bangs in ‘Almost Famous,” an 
evil arms dealer in “Mission: Impossible 
III” or a troubled priest in “Doubt,” 
Philip Seymour Hoffman pretty much 
always convinces. 

^t the New York native says there’s not 
one performance, including his Oscar-win- 
ning turn in “Capote,” that he judges as a 
combination of parts that were OK and “parts 
that I might loathe.” 

“Every film I would watch, it would be a 
roller-coaster ride of emotions,” Hoffman, 
43, told RedEye during a recent trip to Chi- 
cago. “ ‘That was bad!’ Or ‘That’s pretty 
good.’ Or ‘I remember that being good; now 
I don’t like it.’ ” 

Clearly the actor is familiar with examin- 
ing his own performances. Something new 
is directing movies. Hoffman, who has di- 
rected numerous plays, including “The Long 
Red Road” earlier this year at the Goodman 
Theatre, takes his first shot at directing mov- 
ies with the indie drama “Jack Goes Boating,” 
opening Eriday 

That doesn’t get in the way of another 
credible performance from Hoffman, who 
reprises the starring role of Jack from the 
off-Broadway play and turns the lonely limo 
driver into a sad but sympathetic guy who 
needs someone to pull him out of his rut. 
Jack’s trying to find the right words to get 
close to a funeral home employee played by 
Amy Ryan. 

At the Elysian Hotel, Hoffman talked 
about the challenge of directing himself, 
avoiding post-Oscar mistakes and starring 
with Zac Efron in a musical in which they play 
each other. 

When you were in Chicago directing “The 
Long Red Road,” what did you iike doing 
when you weren’t working? 

God, you know it felt like I was at the Good- 
man Theatre most of the time. I remember 
going to Steppenwolf and checking out a 
show there. I remember the last time I was 
here, I went to Lookingglass. I do try to 
check out some of the companies {when I’m 
here] because I really enjoy their work. ... It’s 
a great city, but I was working a lot. I was at 
the theater six days a week ... I think I ate 
about lo billion hot dogs at a place [called] 
Portillo’s. Like A LOT. I ate there way more 
than I think I should have, but I couldn’t 
help it. 


With mustard or ketchup? 

I think both. I don’t know I just said, “With 
everything.” [Laughs.] They had great Erench 
fries. Hot dogs are serious here; I love it. 

Some people, not me, will boot you out of 
the city if you put ketchup on a hot dog. 

Oh, really I remember when I first got a hot 
dog from there, I was like, “That’s a serious 
hot dog. I don’t want to screw it up.” 

You didn’t feel any anger for putting 
ketchup on? 

No, I think I put ketchup on in hiding. Back 
in my room or something. 

How challenging was it to direct an actor 
like Philip Seymour Hoffman in “Jack Goes 
Boating”? 

[Laughs.] He’s a nightmare, that guy Di- 
recting yourself isn’t an easy task. I really 
wouldn’t want to do it again. I guess never say 
never. ... It’s very enjoyable, directing. I think 
in a certain sense, I was very spoiled by the 


people I had around me. But I really enjoyed 
the process of directing the film. When I had 
to act, it took away from the enjoyment of 
having to direct. That’s a whole other ball of 
wax. You have to stop being a director. 

People talk about what happens to an ac- 
tor’s career after winning an Oscar. What’s a 
role that came your way that made you say, 
“Oh, that would be my *Catwoman.’ I’m stay- 
ing away from that.” 

I try not to think about my career in that 
serious a way I try to just kind of go with my 
gut and try not to do anything that I feel is 
not essential. That’s done me well. I’ve been 
grateful enough to get enough offers from 
serious enough people that [it] kind of keeps 
me grounded in how hard this all is and to do 
it well is not easy 

When I interviewed Zac Efron, he wanted 
an original idea for a musical, so I offered 
him the part of Zac Efron in “The Zac Efron 
Story.” He said he wanted you to play him. 


What will you bring to the role and how do 
you feel about him playing you in “The Philip 
Seymour Hoffman Story”? 

[Laughs.] Um, I don’t want to answer that. 
[Laughs.] I love musicals, actually, but the 
idea of me being in musicals is so frighten- 
ing to me. I think Zac should rethink that. 
Maybe we can be in it together, and we can 
play each other. So it will be “The Zac and 
Phil Story,” but we’d play each other and 
that’s the whole twist. Maybe we should 
bring that back on Zac and see what he 
thinks about that. 

What tips would you have for him when he 
played you? 

Just say and do a lot of things that are inap- 
propriate. To constantly stick your foot in 
your mouth. 

What is it like to be ridiculously talented? 

Uhhhhhhhhhhhhhh ... I think talent, and 
I’m not just saying this, is about putting the 
work in. So I think there are a lot of people 





that are ridiculous talented. And I mean 
that. IVe met a lot of actors and writers who 
I think are loaded up with talent. And then 
there’s the people that [never] put a lot of the 
work in. That separates, I think. So I think 
there’s been times when I’ve put the work 
in and that’s when it’s paid off, and I think 
I’ve made the most out of whatever talent I 
have. And then there are some times when 
I haven’t and I’m just one of the guys. It’s 
amazing how equal everyone becomes when 
you haven’t put the work in. 

For example?

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Shatner’s my dad! 



Chicago native says it’s 
'amazing’ to piay TV 
iegend’s son on sitcom 

Jonathan Sadowski isn’t new to Hollywood, 
but he’s still pinching himself about his latest 
job starring opposite TV legend William 
Shatner. 

The 30 -year-old 
Chicago native plays 
Shatner’s son in the 
new CBS comedy 
“$#*!MyDadSays,” 
which debuts Thurs- 
day. 

“It’s a trip, man. 

It’s one of the most 
amazing things I’ve 
ever done in my life,” 
said Sadowski, who 
appeared on the big 
screen in “Live Free 
or Die Hard” and 
“She’s the Man.” 

“It’s still kind of 
surreal sometimes, 
you know? Eating 
breakfast ... and just 
shooting the [$#*!} 
about football. It’s 
kind of weird.” 

So weird, in fact, 
that when they 
started working together, Sadowski still 
wasn’t sure how to address Shatner, whose 
TV credits include “Star Trek,” “TJ. Hooker” 
and “Boston Legal.” 

“One day I said to him, ‘Hey Mr. Shatner.’ 
And he goes, ‘Please, call me Bill,’ ” Sadowski 
said. “It kind of, like, made my week.” 

Sadowski, who grew up in Bridgeport, 
wasn’t expecting to be in this position at 
all. He planned to audition to play the son, 
Henry in the sitcom, which is based on Justin 
Halpern’s hugely popular Twitter feed that 
spools out his gruff father’s foul-mouthed 
life lessons. But he was cast in another pilot, 
which didn’t get picked up to become a series. 

Warner Bros, already had cast Ryan Devlin 
to play Henry and shot the pilot, but by July 
the studio wanted to replace him. Sadowski 
found out, met with producer Max Mutch- 
nick and director James Burrows and did a 
couple of screen tests. A day after the last 
test, he was hired. 

Sadowski, who attended Mount Carmel 
High School and the University of Illinois at 
Urbana- Champaign, said it wasn’t difficult 


stepping into the role, and he said Devlin, 
the actor he replaced who also is his friend, 
harbored no ill will. 

“He was one of the first people to give me 
a call and congratulate me on getting the 
role,” Sadowski said. “I’ve been replaced in 
the past. {$#*!] happens. It’s all part of the 
business.” 

Since his casting, Sadowski’s been on a 
wild ride. He’d met Shatner only once— at 
his screen test— before he started doing 
publicity for the show The first time he met 
co-stars Will Sasso and Nicole Sullivan, who 
play his stepbrother and sister-in-law, was at 
the Television Critics Association summer 
press tour in August. 

“Me, Nicole and Will were doing inter- 
views together, and they’re like, ‘What’s it 
like working on set?’ ” Sadowski said, “and I 
was like, ‘Guys, you want to take this one?’ ” 

In the pilot, Sadowski’s Henry comes to 
see his father, Ed Goodson, whom he hasn’t 
spoken to in two years. He needs money but 
ends up moving in with his dad. 


The episode lacks the edge one might 
expect from a series built around the 
politically incorrect musings of a 74-year-old 
curmudgeon. 

Sadowski said he agrees with Shatner, 
who has accused CBS of “pussyfooting” by 
deleting the expletive from the name of the 
show “The word ... is around us. It isn’t a 
terrible term. It’s a natural function,” Shatner 
has said. 

Sadowski understands that the show is 
supposed to be a family comedy as it tells the 
“funny, heartwarming” story of the two men 
trying to get to know each other. But, he 
said, families know that word. 

“I can pretty much assure you that kids 
have heard much worse than the word 
[$#*!],” he said. 

Sadowski heard worse from his own mom, 
Marirose, who still lives in Bridgeport with 
Sadowski’s dad. Bob. 

“I can write a few tweets about her,” Sad- 
owski said. “They might revoke my Twitter 
account though. She’s a fiery one.”

Make sure you stick around for the 
episode’s tag in which White’s character 
joins Abed (Danny Pudi) and Troy for the 
final scene.
